HIS DEMISE WAS UNEXPECTED 


Stroke of Apoplexy Caused the Death 


of the Vice President of the Stand­ 


ard Oil Company— Had Not Been in 


Good Health Since He Suffered an 


A^opletic Stroke Two Years Ago. 


New York. May 20.—Henry H. Rog­ 
ers, vice president of the Standard Oil 
company, m oving spirit in the organi­ 
sation of th e Amalgamated Copper 
company, 
builder of railroads 
and 
philanthropist, died at his home here 
from a stro k e of apoplexy. 
Death 
same a little m ore than an hour after 
Mr. Rogers had arisen for the day. 
mentioning to his wife that he feeling 
ill. He lapsed into unconsciousness 
and before th e family physician a r­ 
rived he w as dead. 
Mr. Rogers was 
sixty-nine 
y ears 
old. 
Mrs. 
Rogers, 
three m arried daughters, a son, H. H. 
Rogers, Jr., and Dr. W. J. Pulley, a 
physician who w as hastily summoned, 
were at th e bedside when th e end 
came. 
While Mr. R ogers’ death was sudden 
and unexpected, he had been in in­ 
different h ealth since he suffered an 
apopletic stro k e in 1907, and w as al­ 
most constantly under a physician’s 
care. H is end at this time. however, 


retained his legal residence th ere un­ 
til the day of his death. 
He is va­ 
riously reported as having commenced 
life as a new sboy and as a d riv er of 
a grocery cart, but whatever his hum ­ 
ble start in business he achieved a 
success attained by only a few men 
of a generation. 
Mr. Rogers w as a 
man of m any friends and an enthu­ 
siastic yachtsm an. Until recently he 
had held th e reins of the Standard 
Oil company following the retirem ent 
of John D. Rockefeller, although J. D. 
Archbold attended to the routine m an­ 
agement. of 
th e great corporation.

Petersburg, Va., May 20.— Driving 
over historic roads and battlefields 
through clouds of choking w hite dust, 
President T aft attended the unveiling 
of a shaft of granite and an heroic 
figure in bronze placed on the bloody 
battleground of Fort Mahone to com­ 
memorate th e valor and heroism of 
General John W. H artranft and the 
Pennsylvania soldiers of the T hird di­ 
vision of th e N inth corps of tb a Union 
army. 
He addressed there a notable 
gathering of weather-beaten and time- 
grizzled old veterans in the blue of 
the North and the gray of th e South. 
Later he was the guest of honor at 
a luncheon served on the m agnificent 
oak-shaded law ns of one of th e m ost 
beautiful old homes in the South, and 
finally, standing on a knoll of C enter 
hill m ansion facing a m ultitude, he 
made an ea rn est plea In the tw ilight 
for self-sacrificing and non-partisan 
support for th e reunited and common 
country. 
’’It has been a great day,*’ he de­ 
clared, “not alone for Petersburg, for 
Pennsylvania or Virginia, but in the 
history of th e whole country: a day 
which will conduce to a greater Union 
—a day to m ake stronger our com­ 
mon country, which all of us, when 
necessary, are ready to die for.’’ 
The p resident’s speech at th e Penn­ 
sylvania m em orial, at the base of 
which w ere gathered m any of the 
veterans of th e Keystone state and of 
Virginia, who fought the battles that 
made the enduring shaft significant, 
Wbs a studied tribute to th e N orth 
and to th e South. 
Mr. T aft w as un­ 
stinted in his recognition of th e heroic 
deeds of both sides. The “Common 
Heritage of H eroism ” was his them e. 
Enduring good, he believed, had come 
from the strife which had been in­ 
evitable. 
The president and his p arty left 
for C harlotte, N. C., where Mr. Taft 
will attend th e Mecklenburg celebra­ 
tion.

wheat lands are being cropped to 
death. 
Changes must come or we 
will suffer the result.”

Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 20.—An 
Interesting 
colloquy

W illiam I. Buchanan of Buffalo and 
Dr. Jam es Brown Scott, solicitor of 
tho state departm ent a t W ashington, 
before th e adjournm ent of the first 
day’s session of the Lake Mohonk 
conference on international arbitra­ 
tion.

courts,” and that there is a prize 
court already in existence in which 
fifteen judges hear and determ ine in­ 
terests 
affecting forty-four 
nations. 
He suggested that this prize court be 
a model for the perm anent Hague 
court of arbitration. 
The speakers at the night session 
were Senor Don Ignacio Calderon, Bo­ 
livian m inister to the United States; 
Rear Adm iral C. H. Stockton, U. S. 
N.; Mr. Buchanan, Karl Von Lewin- 
ski of Berlin and Dr. Scott.

the history of the graft prosecution, 
already involves the nam es of several

m ore or less 
prominently 
identined w ith the defense and there 
Is a prom ise of revelations more sen­ 
sational when he resumes. 
Helms had scarcely started his nar­ 
rative w hen five of the attorneys for 
the defense protested against the ad­ 
mission of his testim ony and a legal 
battle ensued for an hour. 
Judge Law ler finally ruled th at the 
evidence was admissible. 
Helms testified that he had come to 
the city in response to a request by 
Attorney Louis M. Hoeffler in May, 
1907, when the first trial of Tirey L. 
Ford, counsel for the United Rail­ 
roads. had begun. 
Hoeflter, he said, 
Instructed him to w atch everything 
done by th e prosecution. 


Fund for President Eliot. 
Cambridge, Mass., May 20.—Abbott 
Lawrence Lowell, who for the past 
ten years has been Eaton professor of 
the science of government at Harward, 
has assum ed the presidency of the 
university.

W innipeg, Man., May 20.—General 
Booth, head of the Salvation Army, 
has cabled approving the purchase of 
10,000 acres of irrigated land south 
of Calgary, Alberta, from the Cana­ 
dian Pacific railway on which he will 
settle a large party from the slums of 
London this year and personally visit 
in Septem ber. 


Chicago, May 20.—A ray of light 
was flashed into the dark places of at 
least one building trades strike in 
Chicago and a study in contrasts pre­ 
sented between the labor leaders and 
the m an called out on strike without 
knowing th at h e had a grievance. In­ 
cidentally there was allusion to prac­ 
tical trades unionism in San Fran­ 
cisco, the inference being very plain 
that in the opinion of the attorney 
asking quesv’ons th at the calling and 
settling of strikes in th at city, in cer­ 
tain instances, have been much in­ 
fluenced 
by the quiet transfer ot 
money from one purse to another. 
These features and others were pre­ 
sented when the state opened its case 
against M artin B. (“Skinny”) Madden, 
president of the Associated Building 
Trades Council of Chicago, and his 
associates, F. A. Pouchot and M.' J. 
Boyle, all of whom are charged with 
ccfhspiracy to extort $1,000 from the 
Joseph Klicka company, a Chicago 
concern, which fell afoul of a strike 
on its plant last w inter while it was 
in course of construction. 
In the calling of the strike last win­ 
ter occurred the study in contrasts as 
told in Judge M cSurley’s court, for 
the strike was called by Madden, fur- 
clad and not unconscious of a diamond 
pin, frcm his automobile, and the or­ 
der hit, amongst 150 others, Jacob 
Dublanaki, a cement finisher, who re­ 
fused to walk out because he had a 
wife and six children to care for. 
The story of the alleged extortion 
showed th at the strike was called (or 
no apparent, reason, although it was 
stated th at the strike had been called 
because there was a nonunion man 
on the job. 
Eraii Klicka, president 
of the Joseph Klicka company, was 
told th at he would have to see Mad­ 
den to settle the m atter. 
Klicka, it 
is alleged, gave Madden $1,200 all 
told to call off the strike, which was 
done. 
A check for $1,000, which G. S. 
Andres, a construction engineer, said 
he cashed and turned the money over 
to Madden, was placed in evidence.

Ex-Consul Frederick C. Penfield W ill­ 
ing to Bring Shaft of Ramesee From 
Upper 
Egypt 
to 
Capital— Savants 
M ay Oppoee, Though Acceptance Ie 
Deemed Probable. 


Frederick Courtland Penfield, for­ 
merly United States consul general at 
Cairo, who recently married Mrs. An­ 
nie Welghtman Walker, daughter and 
heiress of the late Mr. Welghtman, 
the great manufacturing chemist of 
Philadelphia, has been spending the 
winter in Egypt with bls bride and 
within the last few weeks has made a 
generous offer to his highness the 
khedive and the council of ministers of 
the Egyptian government. 
Mr. P en­ 
field proposes “to give proof of my in­ 
terest in the capital of his highness- 
wherein I dwelt several years and 
where I have many valued friends— 
by offering to defray the expense of 
transporting from upper Egypt and 
re-erecting at Cairo an example of the 
glory of ancient Egypt in the form of 
an obelisk.” 
The British capital, on its Thames 
embankment, has a splendid specimen 
of this expression of Egyptian art, the 
French capital has an obelisk standing 
in its most important square, Rome 
has four or five, while the capital of 
the Ottoman empire is enriched by an 
even greater number taken from the 
land of the Nile. 
The last of these 
monuments to leave the land of their 
creation was presented to the city of 
New York by a former khedive. 
“For years it has seemed to me an 
anomalous fact,” continues Mr. Pen­ 
field in his letter to the khedive, “that 
the capital of the land of obelisks, the 
metropolis of the continent and the 
unrivaled winter resort of cultured 
Europeans and Americans should be 
less favored than the capitals and 
great cities herein named. 
To play 
even a small part In placing in Cairo— 
its logical home—an obelisk of impor­ 
tance would afford me great happiness, 
and therefore I beg to make the offer 
in brief terms to defray the total cost 
of transporting and re-erectlng in a 
conspicuous place in the capital the 
obelisk of Rameses the Great, now 
standing, with pedestal and part of its

But I fail to comprehend how con- | 
scientious objection can be made to j

obelisk’s 
removal 
from 
upper , 
Egypt, where it can be viewed only 
by a few hundred persons each winter, 
to the nation’s capital, where the 
masses, not only visitors from all 
countries, but the enormous native 
population as well, may see it daily in 
their goings and comings. If this pro­ 
posal be favorably entertained I shall 
beg that the task of removal may be 
executed under the supervision of such 
engineer officers and representatives 
of the Service des Antiquites as the 
Egyptian government may assign to 
the work. 
It would be my wish to 
have the obelisk placed either in Ab- 
din square or upon the space in front 
of the Khedivial Opera House. 
But 
the choice of site I should he willing 
to leave wholly to the government of 
his highness. 
“I feel that I am well enough known 
In Egypt, through having for years 
been the accredited diplomatic repre­ 
sentative of the American government 
to have my bona fides at this time 
well understood, and I beg to assure 
your excellencies that lf this petition 
be honored by the acceptance of my 
offer I will cause the Luxor obelisk 
and its pedestal to be removed to 
Cairo and re-erected without expense 
whatsoever to the Egyptian govern­ 
ment, and if permitted to thus prove 
my affection for his highness’ capital 
I beg to state th at I shall neither ex­ 
pect nor desire rew ard in any form.” 
At the last accounts Mr. Penfield 
had not received a reply, but there is 
very little doubt that his generous 
offer will be promptly accepted by the 
Egyptian government provided 
the 
council of ministers can obtain the in­ 
dorsement of the officials of the mu­ 
seum at Cairo and other archaeolo­ 
gists. There has been earnest opposi­ 
tion among all the archaeological so­ 
cieties in Europe to every recent prop­ 
osition to disturb any of the ancient 
monuments upon the upper Nile, and 
there is now a strict law against tak­ 
ing antiquities out of the country. The 
removal of one of the several obelisks 
on the upper Nile to Cairo would not 
be contrary to that law, although it 
would meet with the general objection 
to disturbing any antiquity.—William

Illinois 
Audubon 
Society’s 
Plan 
to 
8hsd Light on Their Habits. 
If a plan the Illinois Audubon socie­ 
ty has in mind goes through it will not 
be long before one will be able to cap­ 
ture any bird whatsoever, glance at 
his right leg and see thereon a neatly 
tabulated history of the bird’s career, 
telling his winter and summer quar­ 
ters and where he was last seen. 
At a business meeting of the society 
the other afternoon In Fullerton Hall 
Art institute, Chicago, a remark was 
made of the fact that there were a 
number of birds in existence of whom 
little was known, not even their mi­ 
gratory courses. 
“A scheme has been tried out which 
might be successful In this case.” re­ 
marked Ruthven Deane, president of 
the society, “and which would help us 
In learning where these birds winter. 
Whenever one of them is captured 
alive let a small bit of aluminium be 
put on his right leg, upon which shall 
be the place and date he was last seen. 
When he is again found, in some oth­ 
er clime, his identity will be known.” 
The suggestion was enthusiastically 
received, and the Audubon society re­ 
quested that funds with which to pur­ 
chase the “tags,” or labels, be sent to 
headquarters; also any individual de­ 
siring to lend personal effort to the 
work would please answer.

■Women Bowlers to Compete For 
World’s Championship. 


M EED NOT B E CLUB M EM BERS. 


Tourney to Be Held In New York Will 
Be Conducted Under Rules of East­ 
ern 
Ladies’ 
Bowling Contest— Fig­ 
ures For National Bowling Tourna­ 
ment Reach Huge Proportions. 


Every woman bowler In America Is 
invited to enter the Individual compe­ 
tition for the world’s championship to 
be beld In Madison Square Garden, in 
New York, on May 24 to June 12, dur­ 
ing the three weeks given to the na­ 
tional championships for men by the 
National Bowling association. 
Final 
arrangements for the tournament have 
been perfected with the United Tour­ 
nament company, which bas been or­ 
ganized to handle the National Bowl­ 
ing association events. 
This is the only tournament for wo­ 
men that will be held in the big gar­ 
den. There will be no entry or other 
fees of any kind, and every competitor 
will have free admission to the garden 
during the tournament. Club member­ 
ship Is unnecessary, as the entries are 
all made by individual registration. In 
recognition of the eastern ladles’ bowl­ 
ing congress, an organization of 300 or 
more members, that has done so much 
for bowling among women In the east, 
the garden event will be conducted 
under Its rules, which are the same as 
those of the New York Bowling asso­ 
ciation. 
The first prize will be a valuable 
diamond emblem, probably In the form 
of a brooch or locket suitably engrav­ 
ed. This trophy will be recognized as 
emblematic of the world's champion­ 
ship. Other medals of gold, silver and 
bronze are for second, third and fourth 
prizes. Each woman will roll three 
games, total pins to count, as In the 
Individual competition for the men 
and boys. Games will be rolled only 
in the afternoon. 
Quite as much interest has been 
awakened among the women In the 
West over this tournament as among 
those in the east and in Greater New 
York. Miss Gertrude Hull of Chicago, 
who won the Olympic championship 
at St. Lquis; Miss Birdie Kern, daugh­ 
ter of Martin Kern of St. Louis, the 
former national champion; Miss Herr­ 
mann, daughter of Garry Herrmann of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the national 
baseball commission; Miss Bergman of 
Philadelphia and many women bowl­ 
ers of note will all be competitors for 
the diamond medal. 
In the garden they will meet for the 
first time the best of the east, among 
them Mrs. F. J. Ridden, who defeated 
Mrs. Hull at Rochester last year, and 
all the stars of the eastern ladles’ 
bowling congress. 
In this competition, as iii that for 
the men and boys, where tournament 
conditions make the result extremely 
open, every woman bowler will have 
an equal chance to win the diamond 
trophy and the w’orld’s championship. 
Rather remarkable are the results 
when a person with an inclination for 
mathematics delves Into figures per­ 


taining to the national bowling cham­ 
pionship tournament. 
On the basis that 500 five man teams 
will compete, there will be 30,000 
games rolled—300,000 frames. 
Figur­ 
ing on eighteen balls to a game, 540,- 
OOO deliveries will be made. 
With each ball traveling eighty-five 
feet and back, or 170 feet to each de­ 
livery, means that 91,800,000 feet, or 
about 17,380 miles, will be the dis­ 
tance covered by bowling balls In the 
garden. This is six times the distance 
between New York and San Francisco. 
Each ball weighing sixteen pounds, 
a total weight of 8,640,000 pounds will 
be lifted, or about 4,320 tons, the 
weight of an ocean steamship. 
Each 
bowler will lift and handle nearly half 
a ton. 
Approximately 5,400,000 pins will be 
knocked down, a weight of 17,550,000 
pounds, or 8,775 tons. The combined 
weight of the balls delivered and the 
pins knocked down will be greater 
than the weight of the steamship St. 
Louis. 
The tim e for bowling will extend 
over eighteen days. 
There will be 
$50,000 in prizes, $1,000 of which will 
be given to the winning five man team. 
There will be three distinct titular 
competitions—five man, two man and 
individual. 
Eighty-five per cent of all the en­ 
trance fees are returned to the bowl­ 
ers In prizes. 
Thirty thousand score sheets will be 
necessary to record the games, each 
sheet having room for three games 
and being Issued In triplicate. 
The 
aerial scoring system, by which every 
person In the garden may follow the 
progress of each ball rolled, will cost 
$1,500 to install. 
One team will enter from Germany 
and one or more teams from the Pa­ 
cific coast. The tournament will be the 
largest bowling event ever held, both 
in point of entries and spectators. Of 
course a mathematical person, fond of 
research 
to an 
exhaustive 
degree, 
might attem pt to ascertain the amount 
of skin worn off the fingers of the 
bowlers or the amount of nervous en­ 
ergy wasted in expressing the feeling 
of a man who has just missed a spare 
in the tournament or encountered an 
impossible spilt.

Southern Democrats. 


Washington. May 20.—Senator Bai­ 
ley of Texas, in a speech in the sen­ 
ate, served informal notice on Gov­ 
ernor John A. Johnson of Minnesota 
that any criticism from him relative 
to the action of Southern senators of 
their votes on the tariff bill will not 
augment his chances for securing the 
Democratic nomination for president. 
In fact, lie administered a scathing 
rebuke to Governor Johnson, much to 
the delight of Republican members of 
the senate. 
Senator Bailey's speech was in a 
measure the official Democratic reply 
to the criticism of the press and the 
pub! ic on the votes of a dozen Demo­ 
cratic senators recorded against an 
amendment to place iron ore on the 
free list. 
He not only excoriated the 
newspapers of the country, but includ­ 
ed personally the man who is now 
looked upon as the leading candidate 
for the Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1912. 
It is believed Senator Bailey’s at­ 
tack w’as inspired to a certain degree 
by the presence of Governor Johnson 
in W ashington recently, which was 
regarded in many parts of the country 
as being a very significant incident in 
itself. 
The story that Senator Bailey used 
for this attack upon Governor John­ 
son was an Interview which the lat­ 
ter was supposed to have given out 
in New York last Sunday and which 
was printed In the Washington pa­ 
pers Wednesday. 


Betrayed Their Constituents. 
"This article,” Senator Bailey said, 
"appears under a New York date line 
and proceeds to say th at Governor 
Johnson Is of the opinion that the 
Democratic senators who have be­ 
trayed their constituents will not be 
able to lead their constituents so far 
astray again as senators have gone.

Assuming a great di­ 
vision among the Democrats in the 
senate, he attempts to explain it and 
his explanation is that the railroads 
of the South have interested them­ 
selves in this legislation and that they 
have overcome the conscience and 
the principles of some Democratic 
senators. 
Governor Johnson owes it 
to himself, to the Democratic party, 
to tho press, in all candor, and, I 
might as well say, in the cause of 
truth, to specify w’hose votes and 
whose speeches furnished him a pred­ 
icate for that slander upon the Demo­ 
crats of the senate. 
“I challenge Governor Johnson, and 
I challenge the smaller politicians 
w’ho will repeat his calumny, to show 
by the record where any Democrat in 
the senate has cast a vote that will 
five the semblance of countenance to 
the charges which he makes.”

Proposed International Gathering In

James L. Cowles, secretary-treasnrer 
of the Postal Progress league, in New 
York city, said the other day that his 
proposal for an international postal 
conference at Berne, Switzerland, In 
July, 1910, was meeting with approval 
both in the United States and in Eu­ 
rope. 
Mortimer Atkinson, editor of 
the Farm Journal, aud Mahlon A. Win­ 
ter, a well known manufacturer of 
Washington, he said, would sail short­ 
ly for Europe to interest the govern­ 
ments and the various chambers of 
commerce. 
, 
Henniker Heaton, M. P., wrote a let­ 
ter to Mr. Cowles in which he approv­ 
ed of the conference. Mr. Heaton bas 
received credit for bringing about the 
present two cent postage rate between 
the United States and England. In his 
letter to Mr. Cowles Mr. Heaton said 
in part: 
“I never cease denouncing the Brit­ 
ish postmaster generals for their paro­ 
chial instincts. 
I am strong for the 
British postmaster general to summon 
a meeting, first, of the postmaster gen­ 
erals of Europe, and even of the world, 
and, secondly, of the postmaster gen­ 
erals of the empire to discuss the ques­ 
tion of cheapening and facilitating pos­ 
tal and telegraphic communication.” 
Mr. Cowles believes that the post­ 
office is the most efficient instrument 
in the hands of the nations for bring­ 
ing about universal peace. 
He says 
th at the present rates are altogether 
too high. 


COMPASS RECORD ER. 


Lake Sailor Invents Device For Tabu­ 
lating Vesael’s Course. 
John Schuette, formerly of Menomi­ 
nee, Mich., and a well known lake sea­ 
man, who for several months past has 
been experimenting with his new com­ 
pass recorder, has announced to Me­ 
nominee marine men that the device 
has been pronounced perfect by ex­ 
perts and that he will soon have it on 
the market. 
The instrument, the first of its kind 
to be brought to perfection, is said to 
be able to record the course of a 
steamship or sailing vessel every mo­ 
ment the boat is in motion. By means 
of electricity and a series of disks and 
keys a long strip of paper marked by 
the points of the compass and hours of 
the day is traced by a thin stream of 
ink, so that the captain from his pri­ 
vate room can without moving see ex­ 
actly the course of the vessel. 
The device also serves to keep tab 
on the wheelsman, for it is impossible 
for him to disobey orders without be­ 
ing detected.

The misunderstanding grew out of 
the refusal of Commissioner Dennett 
to withdraw certain public lauds for 
Use of the forest service as ranger sta­ 
tions, holding th at the law would not 
uphold such action on his part. 
His 
stand was indorsed by Secretary Bal­ 
linger 
Mr. Pinchot insisted th at the 
law was plain on the point and that 
no trouble ever had arisen in the past 
over the right of the service to cause 
the withdrawal of such land as was 
needed for the operation of his bureau. 
In this contention he had the support 
of Secretary Wilson. 
The matter was passed along to the 
president, who has invited the cabinet 
members to submit their briefs.

matter will be considered by Mr. Taft 
and Attorney General W ickerham . It 
is declared emphatically that no fric­ 
tion between the two departments ex­ 
ists and that the entire question Is 
only one of the proper Interpretation 
of the law.
